It Is Said Griffith Has Organ- 
ized Super Features, Inc. 


Fichtenburg’s Reported Sign- 
ing of Stars Causes Comment 


Fairbanks May Get Backing 
From Kessel and Bauman 


New York, Jan. 27.—The film com- 
panies of the East are in a maze of 
consolidation, readjustment, and the 
new companies that are being formed 
are coming so fast that the Book of 
Who's Who in the Motion Picture In- 
dustry has to be revised every day in 
order not to have the appearance of 
having been brought over in the Ark. 
With Douglas Fairbanks still hanging 
fire after breaking his contract with 
Triangle-Fine Arts, and all sorts of 
rumors floating up and down Broad- 
way as to certain mysterious move- 
ments that are alleged to be going on 
in the inner sanctum of the Universal 
Company, comes another rumor, 
which is apparently based on excel- 
lent authority, that D. W. Griffith, 
noted director of feature and extrava- 
ganza film productions, has formed a 
new company in connection with the 
Frohman Amusement Corporation 
and the Famous Plays and Players 
Company, to be known as Superfea- 
tures, Inc., and that hereafter Mr. 
Griffith will devote his entire time to 
the direction of unusual feature films 
which will provide a whole evening’s 
entertainment, and which will be put 
on the market by this new concern. 

An attempt to get in touch with 
Mr. Griffith yesterday failed, and a 
representative of The Billboard was 
told that he was not in the city, al- 
though it is known tnat he was here 
a few days ago. 

That Mr. Griffith “has something 
up his sleeve” is further borne out 
by the fact that Frank Woods, who 
was manager of the productions un- 
der Griffith at the Triangie-Fine Arts 
studio, has arrived in New York, and 
that there is a rumor that Alan Dwan 
will be Triangle’s new director-gen- 
eral. 

During the past three weeks Bro.d- 
way has been full of rumors of 
changes and readjustments in the 
Universal Company. It was rumored 
that Messrs. Powers and Laemmle 
had sold their Universal stock and 
would form a new company in con- 
nection with Herman Fichtenburg, of 
New Orleans. This rumor, when pub- 
lished, brought forth a letter from 
Carl Laemmle in the form of a hot

Brady Says He Is Too Wise To 
Buy Picture Stock 


Claims Business Has Ex- 
panded in Disastrous Way 


Fifty-Four Companies Failed 
in Year, It Is Said 


New York, Jan. 27.—If the testi- 
mony given by prominent motion pic- 
ture producers before the Legislative 
Investigating Committee, which has 
been in session at the Murray Hill 
Hotel this week, is to be credited the 
motion picture industry is in a dis- 
astrous condition, and the imposition 
of any further tax upon the industry 
would be almost ruinous to the busi- 
ness.

Annual Show One of the Best Put On in Some 
Time — Frank Keenan, Blanche Bates, 
Robert Hilliard, Julia Arthur and

New York, Jan. 27.—When actors 
and actresses undertake to raise coin 
for a fund—any sort of fund—they 
can be reHed upon to do it with quick- 
ness and without acclaim. As often as 
they have been tried they have not 
been found wanting. And when the 
time arrived for the theatrical artists 
of America to stage their annual 
benefit for the Actors’ Fund, yester- 
day at the Century Theater, they sur- 
passed even their records, which have 
been the envy of every organization 
that has vied with them in the mat- 
ter of fund raising. The artists yes- 
terday outdid themselves in every par- 
ticular, and the Actors’ Fund is today 
$10,000 richer for their efforts. 

It is not doubted that the artists 
themselves will admit that it was the 
easiest “show they ever did,” for it 
was just a great big family affair. The 
lobbies and numerous” gathering 
rooms of the Century permitted of 
much sociability between sketches— 
it was one of the rare opportunities 
when performers get together socially 
as well as in a business way. 

In the unusually abundant enter- 
tainment provided the outstanding 
events were probably the momentary 
reappearance of Laurette Taylor as 
Peg, the revival of a scene from The 
Girl of the Golden West, and the ap- 
pearance of Julia Arthur.

My Dear Mr. Fitzpatrick: 

I have been reading of your activity 
in favor of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union as directed by one Harry Mount- 
ford. So that you will not misunder- 
stand me, I have had no quarrel with 
the W. R. A. U. as an organization, 
and it is no more than fair that you 
should know the real facts, and not 
the untrue and personally inspired 
statements of this man Mountford. 

In the controversy that has been be- 
fore the labor forces of this country 
during the past five years, the opposi- 
tion to the official staff of the White 
Rats, I have never been challenged to 
prove my charges, and, furthermore, 
I have continuously demanded from 
the Executive Council the prerogative 
to prove to them my published 
charges against these men.

PORK BARREL RUNNING LOW? 


TWO NEW BIAS INTRODUCED TO LEVY ADDITIONAL TAX ON 
SHOWS AND OTHER AMUSEMENTS 


New York, Jan. 26.—The lawmakers, in the legislative seats ef 
the mighty, have donned their war paint and dug up their tomahawks 
in a raid on the amusement world in an effort to keep the “pork barrel” 
It isn’t enough that amusement enterprises already have to pay 
three separarate and distinct taxes—State, county and city—and that 
the burden is causing motion pictures, circuses, carnivals and all other 
amusement enterprises to fight for existence, but now an up-State New 
York Assemblyman named Coffey has introduced a bill which, if it 
becomes a law, would levy an additional tax of one per cent on the 
face value of all tickets—and, according to those closest to the amuse- 
ment business, would cause New York to go circusless next summer. 

The Honorable Mr. Coffey proposes to do a good job of it. He 
includes theaters, baseball, football, polo, basket ball and even church 
bazaars in the list of enterprises to be taxed. And then just to make 
the proposed job complete another New York Assemblyman named 
Perlman has introduced a bill to increase the stock transfer tax from 
two to five cents for each $100 of stock sold. 

The greatest worry of the Legislature is the pork barrel.

IN PROTECTING COPYRIGHTS 


Cabaret Managers Are Hardest Hit in Test Case 
Which Decides Royalties Must Be Paid 
on Numbers—System of Collecting 
Fees To Be Arranged 


New York, Jan. 26.—A wail that could be 
heard above the long, loud, plaintive notes of 
the cellos and reeds went up and down Broad- 
way when the U. 8. Supreme Court's decision 
reached New York and the hotel and restaurant 
orchestras learned that they could no longer play 
music from copyrighted dramatic productions. 

The decision is a far-reaching one and means 
thousands of dollars to the music publishers, 
thoneands which they heretofore did not get 
because the orchestra leaders were at liberty 
to play any catchy airs that they pleased. 
Now all this is changed. Under the new de- 
cision permission must be obtained to use any 
copyrighted song, score or march by an or- 
chestra playing in an establishment conducted 
for profit whether admission is charged or not, 
and a fee paid for its use. 

The decision is the result of two test suits 
brought by John Church Company against the

| BURLESQUE NEWS 


BURLESQUE COMEDIANS 
WANT BETTER BOOKS 


Well-Known Performer Weighs 
In With His Side of Story— 
Indication Weakness Is 
Being Realized 


New York, Jan. 27.—Burlesque comedians are 
among those who are most eager to see better 
books provided for burlesque. ‘One of the best 
comedians in this department of the entertain- 
ment field spoke to a Billboard representative a 
day or two ago on the subject as follows: 

“No one can deny but that burlesque’s weak 
point, in almost every instance, is the book. 
One season I was in a show that was an ex- 
cellent one in every sense except that the book 
Was punk, The book was finally changed, and 
the new book was punker than ever—if pos- 
sible. A third book was tried, and then the 
producer decided that the real trouble was with 
me. I was thrown out—the first time that I 
was ever told I hadn't made good. A first-class 
comedian replaced me—and he was a failure. 
Again the book was rehashed, and a new come- 
dian was installed. The show tottered along 
on weak legs to the end of the season. It was 
a merciful thing that the end of the season 
came. The book was the trouble. The fault 
wasn’t with me or the comedians who succeeded 
me. Comedians have their limitations. A fellow 
may be funny, but if you give him a dirge to 
sing you can’t expect to amuse the public.”’ 

There is every indication that this weakness 
of burlesque is being generaly realized, but to 
remedy the evil as it should be remedied, and to 
do it in the quickest manner, some drastic ac- 
tion should be taken by both the Columbia 
Amsement Co. and the American Burlesque As- 
sociation. Their influence should be directed to 
the end that every show playing those circuits 
may have the best possible vehicles that can 
be obtained. Good ones can be obtained, al- 
though some producers are pessimistic on that 
point. 


RECORD FOUR QUARTETTE 


Chicago, Jan, 27.—A new quartett» this season 
is the Record Four, with the Merry Rounders.

With all 
the burlesque companies, musical shows, tabloids, 
cabarets and revues that are floated at the pres- 
ent time a chorus girl doesn’t have to hunt long 
for a job. Most of the burlesque producers will 
admit that they do not worry half as much about 
getting a comedian or a prima donna as they do 
about getting their chorus girls. Under present 
conditions a chorus girl can go and get a job 
almost any place she chooses. Last summer 
burlesque producers had more trouble getting 
their choruses together than ever before in their 
experience. It was not until the last minute 
that some of them had their required quota. 
They anticipate even more trouble this coming 
summer, and that is why the producers of 
shows sre trying to round their chorus girls 
up now in order to be sure of them. One bur- 
lesque man was asked how girls lived up to 
contracts made some time before they were re- 
quired to report, and he said: 

“I have found that chorus girls can usually 
be depended upon to report, when they have 
signed contracts to do so. In fact, they seem to 
have more bonor in this respect than some 
other classes of performers. It is seldom that, 
when my rehearsals are called. I fail to find 
the girls.1 have under contract on hand. I am

Mr. Loni had al- 
ways been a generous-bearted individual, and 
when he died he left little in the way of worldly 
wealth behind him, That his wif» might never 
come to want and that the mortgage might be 
rais:d from the Leoni home, burlesque las 
rallied to her support. Each of the shows on the 
Columbia and American circuits is donating $50, 
and many of the friends of the much-mourned 
deceased are adding their individual contrr- 
butions, There are seventy-three shows, and it 
now seems probable that $5,000 or more will be 
raised,

This 
speaks volumes for the prosperity of burlesque 
this season, and shows the optimism with 
which producers are looking forward to the re- 
mainder of their time. The same conditions 
prevail on the No. 1 Wheel, and extra time is 
being arranged for all the shows playing the 
Columbia Circuit.

Or, if that sort of thing be too stiff 
and staid, what is the matter with 
“Vaudeartists’ Vanguard,” “The Live

MAYER C. 
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GOLDMAN 


Author of Book Entitled ‘‘The Public Defender’”’ 


Mayer C. Goldman, of the New York Bar, who initiated the movement 
to establish the office of Public Defender to represent indigent accused 
persons in New York, has written a book, entitled “The Public Defender,” 
which will be published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons shortly. 


This book shows in a simple and concrete fashion how one of the 
greatest needs of the American criminal law must be filled. It means a 
“square deal’’ and a fair hearing for every person accused of crime. Lawyer 
and layman have an interest in the cause for which Mr. Goldman pleads. 


Justice Wesley O. Howard, of the Appellate Division, Supreme Court, 
has written a brief introduction to the book.

We believe we speak the truth when 
we refer to the other considerations 
as minor, adamantine as would have 
been the stand for them if they had 
ever been reached in the negotiations.

Equity Association would never have 
stood for the abominable title, “White 
Rats.”

HOW TO “KICK IN” 


The following extract is from a letter re- 
cently recelved by the editor of this depart-

been unable to get into touch with the right 
people, so am writing in the hope that you 
may be able to give me some definite informa- 
tion Could you put me in touch with pre- 
ducers who are in need of talent of a high 
order? Are there publications devoted to ly- 
ceum and chautauqua — bn oy = help me

The letter is a fair sample of very many that 
this writer has been receiving for years. And 
the bureau managers’ desks are piled high with 
similar applications. No doubt the gentleman 
is an artist of a high order, for his letterhead 
would Indicate it, and his association with an 
educational institution of standing should be 
& passport to any recognized manager's office. 

But the one vital thing is lacking. This 
artist failed to enclose any program, circular, 
berald, card or bit of printing, aside from his 
letterhead, with two lines thereon, to indicate 
his line of work. 

The trail to the Lyceum and Chautauqua 
Platform is lined with miles upon miles of dead 
hopes, and the tragedies may all trace their 
origin to two words: Insufficient publicity. 

Although it bas never netted me a dollar of 
revenue for doing so I have been advising other 
talent for years—the advice being based upon 
some of my own embryonic tragedies—that it is 
suicidal to embark upon the turbid lyceum voy- 
age without adequate preparedness. 

(1) You must have the goods that will ft 
the platform need, must have heard the call 
from afar, and must be sure that the call rings 
true 


(2) Vitally important Is an advance herald, 
or circular, so dignified and specifically pre- 
pered in text matter and so niftily printed 
that it will attract the trained eye of the bu- 
reau manager and representative as soon as it 
falls under his gaze. 

(3) Platform work is a business—a big and 
growing business—and the applicant must hus- 
tle for it just as a shoe salesman must bustle. 
Too many aspirants have the idea that it is 
sort of a holiday sinecure, and that one can 
step aside on a vacation and pick up a lot of 
extra dollars that are lying around under the 
big tente. 

(4) There is no royal road to lyceum success, 

Publicity is one of the big entering wedges, 
however, and the more legitimate publicity the 
better. Of course printers’ ink costs money, 
and a good deal of money in these ptping 
times of war-babies. 

The inquirer is evidently anxious to get in 
touch with the “right people,’ and has evi- 
dently not been informed as to the leading 
bureau managers and the lyceum journais, al- 
though reference is made to these every week 
in this department of the Billboard. The Ly- 
ceum Magazine and The Platform of Chicago 
and The Lyceum World of Indianapolis are 
monthly magazines of a high order, furnishing 
an abundance of lyceum data. This page of 
The Billboard each week has a fund of infor 
mation. The bureaus have their house organs, 
such as The Community Builder, The Redpath 
News, The Scout, ete., and most of them are 
extensive advertisers. 

The International Lyceum Association, with 
headquarters 132 Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, 
is sort of a platform clearing house, and there 
!* the new Talent Promotion Service, headed 
by Moreland Brown, with offices 2 Anditorium 
Building, Chicago, any of which can give lots 
of pointers of value to the aspirant. 

Pdward Amherst Ott, one of the foremost 
Plitformt lecturers of America, has written a 
book of inestimable value to the aspirant also. 
Mr. Ott—as most of the well-known platform- 
ists—can be reached through the International 
Lyceum Assocation,

AROUND NEW YORK 


Ice and Rollers at Height of 
Popularity—Madison Square 
Carnival Draws —New Rink 
Is Planned for Bronx 


The skating boom now in New York is al- 
most unprecedented. There are botb rollers 
and the ice, with four indoor ice rinks, three 
hotel roof rinks and at least a half dozen out- 
door places where ice skating is indulged in 
when the weather permits, including several 
of the big popular cabarets and restaurants that 
have added skating attractions and acts.

Fog Horn Clancy's second instalment, continued 
from last week: 

“As to the judges my opinion is that sixty 
days before each contest the manager should 
peblish in The Billboard a complete list of prizes 
offered (and the security for payment of the 
same), the rules under which sald contests will 
be decided, together with a list of available 
Judges, and preliminary entry cards, such as are 
usually mailed out to expected contestants, should 
have a space upon which contestant can vote for 
whom he desires for judges. This card shoukl 
be mailed to the committee by the contestant, 
and when the entries close the committee wouk! 
have only to count the votes and announce the 
names of the Judges. Judges in this way would 


that contestants should remember is to get their 
names in early when they intend to enter a con- 
test, and thereby be assured that their names 
will be on the program, and it is equally as im- 
portant to make up your mind as to the different 
events you are going to enter and so inform the 
committee as early as possible. 

“I note in a previous issue a statement from 
one individual to the effect that one set of rules 
would be next to impossible for roping steers on 
account of the humane societies at different 
places. I beg to differ with this gentleman. If 
a humane society takes any part in a steer 
roping contest it generally prevents you from 
“‘bueting ‘em,’ and, if you can't ‘bust ‘em’ you 
can’t tie them, at least I don’t know of any of 
the boys who are making a apecialty of tieing 
standing steers. In that case you simsiy have 
steer roping rule number so and so modified or 
null and void from where the eteer is caught to 
the end of said rule. Because, if you are not 
allowed to throw them you really haven't much 
of a contest, and can only time them from the 
time they cross the dead line until the loop goes 
over their horns.” (In the next issue Mr. 
Clancy will write on lady bronk riding.)

What the Association of Outdoor Showmen of the World Will Do for You 


As secretary of the Association of the Out- 
door Showmen of the World, which already has 
elected to its executive body some of the most 
successful and intellectual members of our pro- 
feasion, men who have made their success from 
their organizing abilities, I am taking the 
liberty on their behalf of furthering the good 


objects intended by the article of Tobias A. 
Keppler, which appeared in The Billboard of 
January 27. 


Previous to that issue Mr. Keppler informed 
us that be would write a series of articles, tell- 
ing us how to organize. Any valuable sug- 
gestions made by that gentleman or snyone else 
will be received with the greatest possible re- 
spect and consideration by the members of the 
Executive Committee. 

Some of the most important points brought 
up by Mr. Keppler, and which, in order to im- 
press them upon the minds of our readers, I take 
the liberty of repeating, and trust that every 
word of the paragraph will not only be read, 
but carefully acted upon: 

“How can the organization benefit you? What 
can it do to increase your income or to save 
you money? What are the annoyances affecting 
your particular branch that you would Llke to 
have an organization cure? The answer to 
these questions from everyone of you will help 
decide the usefulness of such an organization to 
outdoor show business. Don't count on the other 
fellow to think of the same things you do. 

“Bvery man has his own ideas, and it is only 
by getting everybody's ideas that the greatest 
program of usefulness may be outlined. We re- 
peat again, don’t miss this opportunity. Your 
letter may be the means of bringing about every

benefit you would like to get. Giving these 
ideas does not place you under any obligations, 
and your confidence will be respected if for any 
Treason you do not want your name mentioned.’’ 

This organization will not start out on the 
basis of dictating to its members how or where 
they sbould run their shows. It is true, un- 
doubtedly, suggestions will be made with the 
view of eliminating many undesirable phases 
of the business, but nothing should be done to 
financially embarrass or result in loss to any 
member, and that all work which the association 
carries out should be of a helping and con- 
structive nature. 

While the object of this article is to deal 
with the subject of organization, I must correct 
Mr. Keppler’s statement concerning the origina- 
tion of the idea of forming such an association 
as a result of the opportunity which the dinner 
held in New York presented. Before the first 
meeting of the Executive Committee for that 
dinner, and previous to Mr. Levitt'’s election to 
that body, our chairman, Frank P. Spellman, 
voiced the idea to Henry Meyerhoff and the 
writer, and, subsequently, when Mr. Levitt pro. 
posed at an open meeting it was decided, as the 
dinner was being worked on neutral grounds ana 
with po element of personal gain, that it would 
be inopportune to complete such an organization 
and that the matter should only be proposed to 
the showmen gathered at the dinner, for them to 
act as they saw fit. 

Many of Mr. Keppler’s warnings should re- 
ceive the careful consideration of all members 
of the association, and we will look forward to 
his further articles, giving us his opinion on how 
to organize, and avoid the dangers which he 
mentions as a follow-up to those warnings. We 
will all be glad to learn what are the ‘‘countless 
organization diseases, particularly during its 
infancy." Also, ‘“‘the certain errors usually 


I think that I am correct in replying to Mr. 
Keppler right now that it is not the intention 
of this association that it should be run on the 
lines of a fraternal organization. Everything 
honorary and social should give place to that 
which is business-like and practical. This as- 
sociation is intended as a business proposition 
to place solid cash in the pock: ts of its mem- 
bers by being the means of securing additional 
revenue for them and eliminating past wastes 
and certain expenses which they have been 
obliged to bear. 

The Association of the Outdoor Showmen of 
the World aspires to secure protection by the 
co-operation of every branch of the outdoor 
amusement world. Such co-operation must raise 
the whole standard of the outdoor show busi- 
ness and result in securing fair and equitable 
treatment from all with whom we have busl- 
ness transactions. It will endeavor to devise 
means whereby breaches of contract of whatso- 
ever pature may be avoided and prevented, and 
to procure uniformity and certainty in the cus 
toms and usages of our business and those deal- 
ing with us. 

We will be informed, advised and act upon 
proposed and other legislation and laws affecting 
the interest of the members of the association 
or their business. In addition, endeavor will be 
made to have interstate shows placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. We will use our influence to secure 
reasonable railway, insurance and other rates 
for outdoor showmen, and will adjust disputes 
and difficulties of labor, as well as those br- 
tween members of the various branches of our 
association, which at all times will be neutral, 
as between its various branches, no one field of 
endeavor having the controlling interest. 

We will make special work of securing and 
recording information and data of every kind

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fallen into in trying to form a protective or- 
ganization which may kill it." 

I do not agree with Mr. Keppler that the 
“members of the organization should bave 
nothing to do except support it financially and 
morally, and the officers and directors only give 
sufficient time necessary to hire a good business 
manager, and never to do any work personally 
except above on some rare occasions."' By ex- 
perience I have found that men in the world 
who are successful in business are those who 
do give sufficient time and attention to control 
the details of their business. If a hired em- 
ployee could, with the same success and intelli- 
gence, carry on our business for us so that we 
woukd not have to devote any time to it, in a 
few years we would be the hired employee and 
the other fellow the owner and proprietor. - 

I consider it absolutely essential that the 
brains of the outdoor world should be actively 
associated with this association, that the big 
men themselves should consider it as a matter 
of business and profit to themselves to give the 
proper time and attention to carry on the as- 
sociation and secure the results which we alm 
to achiere, 

By all means have the labor and routine work 
performed by employees. but let us not shift 
the burden of responsibility from our own 
shoulders to that of others, nor place our 
business interests, which have been successful 
under our own control, {nto the hands of out- 
sidera or those inexperienced with the peculiar 
and particular difficulties appertaining to our 
own profession, particularly as showmen in all 
parts of the world are acknowledged as good 
organizers; in fact, must be so in order to 
an cceed, 

We must not expect or require sacrifices from 
our executive members to any greater extent 
than that which will be required from every lay 
member of the association, Nor should any 
member of the committee work alone and apart 
from the otbera, bot a basta of ‘‘one for all and 
all for one’ be matutained at all times, The 


business interests, bot, on the other hand, the 
reverse, and the furtherance of their business 
tateresta, 


from all parts of the world appertaining to the 
outdoor show business, and the same will be held 
available for the use of our members. The as- 
sociation will result in the promotion of a better 
understanding between the various branches 
and bring the members in closer personal con- 
tact with one another. 

It will likewise affiliate or assist the other or- 
ganizations having similar objects or organized 
for the benefit of any branch of the outdeor 
amusement profession, as well as financially or 
otherwise assist benevolent organizations and 
charitable institutions founded in our interests. 
The association looks forward to being of great 
assistance to the Showmen’s League of America, 
as well as COMA. 

My own opinion as to the method of organiza. 
tion is as follows: As no one branch of the 
outdoor amusement world possesses a sufficient 
number to hold out hopes of a successful sepa- 
rate organization, various attempts having been 
made in this direction, failing for the lack of 
financial support and influence, a combination 
of all branches must be made, but the com- 
bining of the various branches must be oarried 
out in a manner that will insure no one branch 
of the profession dominating, or that 
members will be controlled by their business 
rivals or personal enemies. This can be ac- 
complished by keeping each branch of the pro- 
feasion more or less separate and distinct, amd. 
with thie object in view, the constitution and 
by-laws submitted to the members in the issue 


‘of The Billboard of January 27 were based on 


the division of membership into twelve classes, 
the various members of the association joining 
it in their respective classes, 

The classes proposed are as follows: Fairs, 
Parks, Expositions, Circuses, Oarnf¥als, Perma- 
nent or Unmovable Shows, Portable Shows, Con- 
cessions, Manufacturers, Supply Houses, Book- 
ing Agencies and Allied Industries. 

The allied industries shall include all outdoor 
amusement business not specifically mentioned to 
the list above, and when any particular branch 
in this classification bas enfficient members to 
justify it, an additional class membership shall 
be formed of such members. 

The members of the various classes shall have 
the right of electing a committee of “ten to 


guard over and watch their particular interests | : 

and deal with all questions which may arise or : 
likely to prove of benefit to the members of © 
that particular class only. ig 

The members of the committee of the various 
classes shall jointly form an Executive Commit- 
tee, who in joint session shall fix the general 
policies to be observed and carried out by the 
association, and to likewise have a general con. 
trol over the Board of Directors or Governors 
of the association, 

It is clear that a body composed of something 
like 120 men would be too large to handle the 
every-day business questions which will arise, 
and in order to concentrate the business of the 
association in a smaller number I propose that 
from each class committee two members should 
be elected to the Board of Governors and Di- 
rectors. 

The Board of Governors on this arrangement 
would be composed of twenty-four men, two 
representing each class of business. 

By the above arrangement any dispute or 
question which might arise between any two 
branches of the outdoor show business could be 
settled in a just and equitable manner by the 
Board of Governors, which would have sufficient 
members of branches not affected by the dispute 
or difficulty to give a majority decision which 
would be fair, just and acceptable to all. 

As an example, a dispute between the carnt- 
val proprietors and the owners of individual 
shows as to policy and method of working could 
be brought before the Board of Governors, when

Jlow many managers are there who don't 
realize that a talker on a show is just as e- 
eval as money is to anyone who wants to 
evact the role of an angel? Likewise a lec- 
turer? 

Sbowmen can have the best shows imaginadle, 
with « big fash of banners, but unless they have 
the men (Who can convince) on the front they 
will not get the patronage the attractions de 
serve. 

That is one of the main reasons why one show 
{fs wore successful than another.

A man does not 
have to have a college education to be a first- 
class talker. Never nse a word unless you 
know its meaning.

Good talking to a certain extent is a gift of 
nature Some people are bern elocutioniets. 
Learn to be a little different from the other fel- 
low. Have an individuality of your own."*

Joe Roberts, former president of the board, 
made a warm plea for the retention of Mellor, 
who has worked so long and so faithfully in the 
intereste of the Nebraska State Fair. ‘be fair, 
which, prior to Melior’s reign, Was never on a 
paying basis, was made one of the most success- 
ful fairs in the country during his efficient and 
business-like administration. 

It is said that chief dissatisfaction with Sec- 
retary Mellor was among the live stock interests 
of the State. For three or four years they bave 
claimed that they were not being given proper 
recognition at the fair; that too mucb attention 
was being paid to other ende of the enterprise.

CO-OPERATIVE PUBLICITY 


Address by Ray P. Speer at Convention 
of American Association of Fairs 
and Expositions 


(Concluded this week.) 


EFFICIENCY THE BIGGEST BENEFIT 


‘Economy has been argued as a big justifica- 
tion for the co-vperative preparation of all 
kinds of publicity matter. Kcuonumy, however, 
is vot the only advantage to be gained. The 
greatest benetit would lie not in greater econ- 
omy, but in increased advertising efficiency. 
The co-operative preparation of «advertising 
would place the greatest commercial artists in 
the country at the service of the fairs of the 
United States and Canada, a serviee which no 
feir can afford at present. It would put the 
fairs in intimate touch with the biggest firms 
in America, institutions which would be glad 
to place their Ligh-priced idea wen at work 
upon fair advertising, because of the big orders 
at stake. No fair can obtain such service now, 
because the order which it might place would 
not be large enough to pay the firm for its 
trouble in getting it. As a reswuit the fairs are 
deprived of the talent which is of such service 
to the advertising departments of the big com- 
mercial businesses of the country. Do you often 
wonder at the originality aud ingcouity of the 
advertising departments of the big corporations 
and organizations of America? Permit me to 
say that nine-tentbs of the brilliant ideas worked 
out Ly these departments are pot originated by 
the advertising managers at all, but by the 
large advertixing firms which seek their busl- 
ness. Brains may be bad as a gift if there is 
prize enough at stake to buy them. The fairs, 
stumbling ulong in their individual way, are 
unable tc command the services of any of these 
firms. How wuch longer can fhe m mbers of 
the American Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tlone afford to ignore the value of such an ad- 
Vantage? 


PERMITS USE OF COLOR 


Co-operative preparation of publicity matter 
for the fairs would promote efficiency by per- 
mitting the uxe of colorful advertising. Black 
and white advertising is commonly used, not 
because black and white is the most effective 
combination, but because the mediums in which 
advertising of thie sort is inserted do not suffer 
the use of anything but black end white, or 
because it requires only one impression on the 
press and is cheaper. No matter how simple 
and forceful a black and white advertisement 
may be it falls far short of its possibilities be- 
cause of its lack of color. Nature, the most 
wonderful artist of all time, does not pwint the 
world about her in black and white, but in a 
thouxand and one exquisite tones and shades of 
color, so difficult to imitate that no one has 
ever been able to master them. 


“Until recently colorful advertising has not 
Leen emploved widely, becanse of its almost pro- 
hibitive cost. However, the nse of color has 
been studied so deeply by the artists, chemists 
and printers of the world in the last few years 
that colorful advertising has been brought within 
the reach of everyone. Color in advertising bas 
been used in Germany, France. Italy, Austria 
Sweden and other Evropean countries, and with 
soch wonderful reenits that some of the great- 
ext artixts the world has cver known have 
turned their entire time to its mastery and ex- 
ploitation. As a result it has given us a new 
art expression, which is influencing advertising 
methods in America to a pronounced degree, Its 
vivid color harmonies end extraordinary strength 
of conception make it more suited for theatrical 
and recreational use than for any other field of 
activity, and the fairs have an opportunity to 
arouse international comment by its skillful use. 
Not only would millions of persons be impressed 
by suck a campaign, conducted co-operatively 
by all rhe fairs in America, but the many ad- 
Vertising journals would comment upen it. 
when you incite favorable criticism of your at- 
vertising policy net only from the rank ané@ file 
of the people, but the advertising fraternity of 
every trade and profeesian, you have created a 
respect for your field of activity which is im- 
measurable. Sveh a commendation would do 
much te arense the public confidence in the 
fairs, swell future attendance, and gain more 
generous legislative support in the form of per- 
manent equipment. 


ADVERTISING SHOULD EDUCATE : 

“As far as that Is concerned ts it the only 
mission of fair advertisign to stimulate interest 
in the features which are announced in it? 
Ought not the fairs. as educational institutions 
of first rank, to set the standards of the coun- 
try not only in the realm of live stock breed- 


ing, crop raising, women's and children's work, 
and the allied arts, but in the work! of ad- 
vertising ase well? And why not? Is the in- 


troduction of a high ideal good only for the one 
and not for the other? Why can not the fairs 
set the pace in advertising, too? There ia not 
the slightest reason why the advertising of the 
faire should not be looked forward to as eagerly 
by the advertising fraternity and the rank and 
file of the people who covet beautifnl things 
as the prospect of more perfect horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine is looked forward to by the 
live stock breeder. The advertising of a fair 
should educate, inspire and entertain fully as 
much as its exhibits of farm and industrial 
prodncts, 

“I wish I could talk to you longer. I could 
bave written a paper many times longer than 
the one I have Jost read, but it is not right to 
tax your patience. So convinced have I become 
that the big faire of America must co-operate 
in carrying on their publicity campaigns that 
it is dificult to draw my paper to a close. 
Think what a problem you are facing, just 
think what an insignificant sum it would take 
to drive all your trouble away! If the cost of 
the step were large there might be a vanhd 
argument against favorable action. But how 
unbelievably small is the expense. In exchange 
for only three per cent of the advertising ap- 
propriation of each member of the American As- 
sociation of Fairs and Expositions a co«wpera- 
tive publicity bureau could be maintained, whi 
would not only supervise each campaign, and 
Prepare a large part of the material used, but 
actually effect such economies that from three 
to five times the levy of three per cent would 
be turned back at the end of the season, It 
sounds like a Hane Anderson fairy tale. 

“You bave it In your power to be of infinite 
service to the institutions you were chosen to 
advance. It is to be hoped that you will not 
fall in your duty and suffer some succeedin

and I stand ready to produce the witness. Some- 
oné is quoted as saying in Chicago that we were 
uking a part of the Labor Movement that would 
react against us at the proper time. Brother 
FitzPatrick,’ we’ take that chance, and we in- 
tend to prove that the gang that has wrecked 
thé’ White Rats is’ now using you and the Chi- 
cago Labor Movement for their own pockets ex- 
Ainkively and fot for the interest of the trades 
union movement or for the ‘actors as a class, 
We can' make good, and do not make charges 
inf the dark without publicity. Did you know 
that I have the carbon copy of the letter Mount- 
ford sent Samuel Gompers charging the officers 
and nine members of the Board of Directors of 
the White Kats of having misappropriated over 
$200,000 of the funds of that order and having 
sold out the White Rats to the U. B. 0.? It is 
this letter that he is now-howling about. Wer- 
baps you do not know that at the convention 
just closed at Baltimore Mountford admitted 
all these facts, and that these officers so charged 
by Mountford are still owficers of the White 
Rats—that he admitted to Andrew Furuseth 
and the committee that the organization was 
looted to the amount of $200,000. And still he 
is in the closest contact with these men and 
you, and the Chicago Labor Movement is asked 
to fight for these organization wreckers by Harry 
Mountford. Did you know that when Mountford 
Was returned to the White Rats they had not a 
deilar in their treasury, and this was admitted 
by both Mountford and FitzPatrick in RBalti- 
more? Samuel Gompers is in possession of the 
positive evidence. that Mountford and the clique 
that brovght him back entered into a secret 
agreement to pay Mountford $10,000 from a 
bankrupt organization. It is not a question of 
salary, but it was done crookedly, as Gompers 
knows. The members in a meeting in New York 
voted upon this section of a new constitution: 
“The salary of the International Secretary 
Treasurer shall be..... eneses -per year (accora- 
ing to existing agreement). 

T.is is what the members voted for, and 
when the constitution was printed for general 
distribution, it read: ‘“Tbe salary of the Inter- 
national Secretary-Treasurer shall be Ten 
Thousand Dollars per year’’ (according to the 
existing agreement). These are facts, not 
knocks. 

I ask you to digest this: At the Baltimore 
convention Mountford and FitzPatrick stated 
to the committee that one year ago last Octo 
ber, when Mountford returned to the White 
Rats, there were less than six hundred mem- 
bers on the books. They claim now a member 
ship in excess of twenty thousand, which we 
know is not true. as they have less than a 
thousand in the order now, but for the sake of 
argument, we will admit their claim is true. 
Twenty thousand members at $5 reinstatement 
ee is $100,000; one year’s dues, at $10 each, 
m® $200.000: a total of $300,000. On December 
im just passed, a mortgage was executed be- 
een the White Rat Realty Company and the 
hite Rats Union, mortgaging the entire con 
tents of the clubhouse for $5,000 to a man by the 
name of Jacob J. Lubell. Read the first page 
of ‘“‘Variety,”’ the official organ of the White 
Rats up to two yeeks ago, for all the details 
of this mortgage. What has Mountford done 
with this $800 000 or $200,000 or $100.000, gath 
ered by the White Rats Union. not the Fake 
Realty Company, in fifteen months? Has this 
all gone with the other $300,000. admitted ax 
looted from the White Rats? And the Chicago 
Labor men want to know why we are fighting 
these conditions. Don’t you think that there 
is some explaining to be done by Mountford and 
his coterie? Don't you think if these things are 
true that some one is buncoing the Trades-Union 
Morement?

trades-union movement for an ulterior purpose ts 
a reflection upon that part of the trades-union 
movement so designated. We have been begging 
an investigation of our charges. We have de- 
manded the same, but to no avail, If the White 
Rats have given evidence in Chicago that has 


j-convinced the movement in your city that our 


fight is persenal and against the best interests of 
the Trades-Union Movement we feel that the 
president of the New York State Federation, the 
organizer of the A. F. of L. bere, Brother Hugh 
Frayne, and the New York Central Federated 
Union, should know these things. We cha 
the officers of the White Rats as traitérs to the 
White Rats, with the single exception of Fitz- 
Patrick, whom we feel is bei misled. We 
Stand ready to make good if t White Rats 
can show that their officers are true to them, 
and to the trades-union movement. The Ohicago 
Federation should demand that we be exposed. 
We say in closing that much of our information 
has ben submitted to you by Birnes, the White 
Rats’ representative in Chicago. We ask you 
to let Birnes answer this query: When Wm. J. 
Cooke, Joe Birnes and Harry De Veaux repre- 
sented the White Rats at the Atlanta convention 
of the A, F. of L. did we not all three sign an 
agreement with the stage hands, musicians and 
actors to work in harmony in case of trouble 
with either of the three organizations named, 
and was not this agreement given the widest 
publicity by publication in The Player, their 
organ at that time? When we arrived back tn 
New York after this convention was not thé 
strike called in the Fox Circuit of Theaters by 
the musicians and the stage hands, and caused 
by the leader of one of the Fox theaters, who 
was a contractor for seven Fox orchestras, and 
who at that very time was a member of the 
Board of Directors of the White’ Rats, Fred 
Hyland, since deceased? Will you kindly ask 
Joe Birnes, who, as a duly accredited delegate, 
signed this agreement shortly after arriving in 
New York, if he played the City Theater, single, 
a Fox theater with nonunion musicians and stage 
hands. I say ‘‘single.”’ for if he had booked 
the Trocadero Trio there would be an excuse 
that his partners demanded this engagement. 
Fox's theaters are still unfair, and White Rats 
Officers all play without question. 

I would ask that you please show this letter 
to Mr. Oelander to save duplication, and im 
closing would say that the contents are not confi- 
dential, but open to challenge, and the prime 
reason is that we are fighting to retain or- 
ganized actors in the Federation, The fight 
Mountford is presenting means disruption, and 
the immediate future will answer. We are for 
the organized actor and against those who are 
using them and the labor movement for their 
own personal pocket. Justice has been tardy 
with us, and we have had to fight every inch of 
the way, but the time is close at hand when our 
cause will receive its due, and we have no 
doubt that labor throughout this country will 
realize that the fight of the Actors’ International 
Union was not alone justifiable, but mandatory 
to expose conditions that should have never 
been tolerated. 

While you may still be in doubt I can say, 
without fear of disappointment, that you and 
your associates will at the beginning of tne 
new year, after the present dust blows away, 
render to us the same honest effort you are now 
making for the Actor, and under the Trades-Union 
conditions the organized actor will prosper. We 
are submitting you the true facts, and under no 
circumstance will we resent any action upon 
your part, knowing that, as the old axiom says, 
“Truth is might and must prevail.”’

P, S.—The White Rats Realty Company, so 
called, is entirely foreign to the White Rats 
Actors’ Union—an affiliated organization. The 
furniture and fixtures of the White Rats’ Club, 
in part, were bought and paid for by the mem- 
bers of the White Rats Actors’ Union and from 
the dues and receipts of that order. The general 
membership of the White Kats’ Union had no 
say whether they cansented to their property 
being mortgaged. The White Rats’ Realty Com- 
pany assumed proprietary rights and mortgaged 
something that did not belong to them. The 
money of the White Rats’ Union was dumped 
into the clubhouse without legal warrant. It 
was the money of the membership. They juggled 
through a resclution one year ago, adding 50 
cents per mouth to the membership for the mem. 
bers having a right to enter the clubhouse— 
their own building, as they thought. The Colum. 
bia Trust holds the mortgage on the building, a 
private person a mortgage on the furniture. 
Where do the rights of the members stand? 
Where does the reputation of the A. F. of L. 
stand if the White Rats Actors’ Union walk out 
into the street without building, furniture and 
organization? Don't you feel that the situation 
needs reflection. —HARRY DE VEAUX. 


In reply to the above Mr. FitzPatrick wrote 
Mr, De Veaux the following letter. It is from 
this communication that Mountford lifts his 
published excerpts. 

Note the cunning with which a few forceful, 
but innocent paragraphs, from the pen of a 
courageous, but poorly informed, man can be 
used: 

Chieago, TIL, January 11, 1917. 
Mr. Harry De Veaux, 

My Dear Sir—I received your letter and note 
closely all you say in regard to the White Rats 
Actors’ Union, and I am not going to doubt, 
cross-question or ask for proof. Possibly au 
you say is true, and if it was ten times worse 
than you depict my answer would be that I 
am with the organization, 

The official action of the American Federation 
of Labor, the Illinois State Federation of Labor 
and the Chicago Federation of Labor is recog- 
nition of the White Rats Actors’ organization, 
and through which the profession will be or 
ganized, To my way of thinking, any other or- 
ganization would be worse than ‘dual.’ It 
would be the enemy of the bona fide organiza- 
tion. To my way of thinking, no man or woman 
of this profession can stay outside of the White 
Rats without being regarded as an enemy of the 
Trades-Union Movement, 

We have had lots of time to fight out the in- 
ternal differences, and, if we failed to do that, 
that is our fault, Now we are in a fight with 
the managers, who declare that the White Rats 
must be exterminated. The managers will not 
find any comfort in our attitude in their fight 
with the Rats. Instead of finding comfort to 
our attitude the managers will find us with

After the fight is over and we have any per- 
sonal matters to settle or individuals to criticize 
we will have plenty of time for that, but we 
will not permit one iota of that to be injected ar 
this time. 

This is a fight of an affiliated organization 
with their employers. We cast our lot with 
the organization, and we feel that it is the 
bounden duty of every man and woman, friend 
and sympathizer, to stand openly and squarely 
with the Kats, and any attempt to make excuse, 
Offer objection or attempt to justify any other 
attitude is only covering up a secret and unholy 
eee to serve the managers and destroy the 

ts. 

Now you have our measure, and let me qualify 
it by saying this: You fear that the Rats may 
“deceive’’ and ‘‘use me.’’ Well, I am willing 
to be the Rats’ football if I would only prove 
to be a cannon ball in the defense of the or- 
ganization against the managers’ association.

But now we come to a letter that Mr. Mount. 
ford does not care to mention or quote from. 
Ge leaves his readers to infer that Mr. Fita- 
Patrick’s correspondent (Mr, De Veaux) was 
crushed and routed. 

But was he? 

Not exactly, as witness the following re- 
joinder, to which Mr. FitzPatrick has not seen 
Gt to reply. 

If anyone ig a quitter it is not Mr, De Veaux. 

His letter is as follows: 

New York City, January 15, 1917. 
Mr. Jobn FitzPatrick, 

President Chicago Federation of Labor. 

My Derr Sir and Bro.—I bave your letter or 
the 11th, and would have answered sooner were 
it not a fact that one of our trustees, Bro. 
Ohas. Dawley, who has been a member of the 
Actors’ Union for over twenty-four years, passed 
away suddenly at an entertainment where he 
was working. A good, consistent trades-unionist, 
whose services were always freely given to sister 

anizations when in trouble. 

am compelled to take issue with you upon 
some of the statements contained in your letter 
to me for the reason that were I to rest the 
matter upon your expressed opinion it would not 
be fair to either the members of the Actors’ 
Union or yourself, when you say that ‘‘possibly 
all you say it true, and if it was ten times 
worse than you depict my answer would be 
that I am with the organization.”’ 

I am willing to digest your answer that in 
stating you are with the organization as all 
consistent trades-unionists should be with the or- 
ganization and against its enemies, we are fully 
agreed upon this point, but as a factor in this 
movement you must be with the organization as 
against its inside enemics, and when charges of 
treason are submitted against the officers the 
officers of the trades-union movement must listen. 
We charge worse than treason—organization 
footing—and we have a right, after twenty-five 
yeare of affiliation, to demand of the leaders a 


Square deal for the organization as against those . 


who are but using you and the movement to 
further ensnare and shackle the actore of thie 
country. 

I take positive exception when you infer that 
the Actors’ International Union is dual and an 
enemy to what you term the bona-fide organiza- 
tion, the White Rats. The Actors’ Union had to 
drive the White Rats into the A. F. of L., as 
you well know; you even criticised the drastic 
resolution I introduced at the Toronto Convention 
when we designated the White Rats as dual to 
the Actors’ Union. You said to me then that 
you thought this action would drive them further 
away. My judgment was right, for it had the 
immediate effect of forcing an application from 
them. As a consistent trades-unionist you are 
not ungrateful. While we have been struggling 
for a square deal during the past five years we 
have been honest with the organizations of labor. 
During the past street-car men's strike here in 
New York we gave eight entertainments for 
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(March 19, 1917) to the 
amount of $5,000. Are you wiiling to pase this 
by without explanation by the officers of the 
White Kats? When Mountford was faced with 
this in New York, I am informed, his defense 
Was that they had to meet a note on January a 
or be put out Into the streets. Not to meet 
the note, but to pay interest—mortgaging the 
property of the White Kats Actors’ Union to 
weet a debt of the White Kats’ Realty Company, 
Don't you think that this matter concerns the 
organization? Now to the question of the present 
moment, as it affects the Chicago Federation: 


Quest of the president of the State Federation 
and the New York Central Federated Union, and 
now, at this very time, we are arranging a 
benefit for the families of the women and 
children of the locked-out e6trikers of the Inter- 
boro and Metropolitan systems, and we refused 
to allow the orgunizations affected to pay our 
transportation. We paid all our own auto hire 
from our own treasury. Are you fair when you 
infer that we are dual? Kead the enclosed let- 
ter from the Garment Workers’, whom we aided 
in their great strike one year ago. Write the 
Essex Trades Council of Newark, to whom we 
have freely given a big free entertainment dur- 
ing November just passed fur the anti-tuber- 
culosis league of that body, to help the unfor- 
tunate trades-unionisis who have become suf- 
fers from that terrible disease, consumption. 
Do you infer that because we are fighting for 
right and justice for ourselves that we have no 
right to be men and consistent trades-unionists? 
Brother FitzPatrick, you have made an error. 
Ask Joseph Canuon, the organizer of the Western 
Federation of Miuers in this section, what we 
did for them just two years since, during the 
Calumet aud Victor fight. Ask any of the vor- 
ganizations of labor here where we stand and 
where we have stvod for over twenty-four years. 
Do you want me to send you a picture of the 
engrossed set of resolutions given to us by the 
trades-union movement here for the thousands of 
dollars raised for the Anthracite coal miners dur- 
ing that memorable contest? If you do not know 
our record, from our tirst introduction to the 
trades-union movement up to date, it would be 
well to inquire here where we live and where 
we have worked for years with the trades-union 
movement. If you have any desire to know why 
the Central Federated Union bas made our fight 
their fight it is because we have been honest 
with the trades-union movement. We have never 
in all our life in the movement bad one charge 
of scabbery or nonunion conditions charged up 
to us, while to the contrary, the books of the 
Cc. F. U. will show they are filled with in- 
stances where the White Rats, whom you de- 
fend, have betrayed every fealty to the different 
trades they are connected with, and I have even 


' Mountford’s own charges against them to Presi- 


dent Gowpers as further evidence. You are en- 
tirely wrong When you attempt to infer that if 
we remain outside of the White Kats we are 
an enemy to the trades-union movement. We are 
going to prove conclusively, before we are 
through, that the officers of the White Rats have 
not alone betrayed their organization trust, but 
have used the actors of this country for their 
own pocket. The Chicago Federation of Labor 
condemned these men but a few years ago, and 
conditions have not changed, but are even worse 
from every angle. 

Further in your letter you say that “Any at- 
tempt to make excuse, offer objection to or at- 
tempt to justify any other attitude is only cover- 
ing up a eecret and unholy desire to serve the 
Managers and destroy the Rats."’ You have now

opened up a phase of this controversy that cannot 
be passed over without challenge. If there i« 
one thing that we pride ourselvex npon it {* that 
we are absolutely clean from what you infer. 
There «tands $500, ready now, to be applied to 
any charity, if any person can prove any con- 


nection with the writer to any manager, agent, or 


Set of managers or agents, any business of any 
kind, directly or indirectly, through any otler 
person, any ietter, telegram, telept ze, 
or aby Means of communication whatsoever. ‘Lhis 
challenge appeared twice in The Billboard, and 
also in The New York Clipper, and was offered 
to Variety, the Rat organ, but was refused pub- 
lication. I am ready and only too anxious to 
face any person who can make good, and you 
should demand the production of proofs or even 
indirect proofs against this. I am ready to make 
Sood the following. It seems that you have 
been willing to listen to one side. It is only 
tuir that you demand of the officers of the White 
Kats that they clear themselves of the following: 

First—I charge Harry Mountford with con- 
ducting at his hotel here in New York a bureau 
to Organize Destructive Organizations for any 
client desiring to pay him his fee. 

Second—I charge that Harry Mountford of- 
fered his services to the United Booking Offices. 
He offered to organize a ‘‘destructive orgauniza- 
tion’ to destroy the White Rats. 

Third—lbat eight olticers of the White Rats 
sold out the order to the United Booking Offices 
for a seasun’s contract. Not alone have I Harry 
Mountford’s own charge to this effect to Samuel 
Gowpers, the president of the A. F. of L., but 
only last January 1, this year, in the city of 
Boston, at the banquet given by the managers to 
the performers playing in and around Boston, a 
Mr. Murdock, a prominent factor in the affairs 
of the United Booking Ottices, made this state- 
ment: ‘During the past five years we had to 
sive season cuutracts to eight White Rats to 
keep them quiet, one of whom we paid $300 per 
week, and his salary was never more than $150 
per week, ‘The manager of one of the theaters 
came back after this man’s first performance 
with his salary ($300) and told him his services 
were no longer required.” 

You say you are with the organization, So 
are we, but we are against its traitors, and 
fight or no fight, strike or no strike, we have 
a right to demand a sifting of these charges. 
The labor movement of Chicago, or in any part 
of this country, cannot be used by these men 
Without a strenuous protest, and no amount of 
abuse or inuuendo that we are part of a de- 
stroying intluence will swerve us from what we 
cousider our duly to unmask these labor traitors, 
Let me tell you the real conditions in the White 
Rats, not the painted picture submitted to you 
by the interested otticers of the White Rats, who 
ace trying to save themselves: 

Two hundred thousand dollars hag been looted 
rom the treasury of the White Rats previous to 
October 1, 1915. This is admitted by Mountford 
and FitzPatrick, their president, Mountford 
claims the collection of over $200,000 during the 
past fifteen months, a total of $400,000, On 
December 19, just passed, Harry Mountford, as 
president of the White Rats’ Realty Company (a 
company condemued by the Chicago Federation 
of Labor), mortgaged the entire furniture and 
fixtures of the clubhouse, all that is left of the 
White Rats, and thie was done without a vote 
or notifications to the membership. He pub- 
lished in his new issue of The Player that a man 
by the name of Zorn had given the White Rats 
$50,000, and that be was waiting to give $50,000 
more for a strike fund. He gave nothing, but 
took a chattel mortgage upon all they owned 


Why has Mountford not called bis long-threat- 
ened strike’ Here is the answer from the New 
York end: Harry Mountford has been bowling 
strike for a year. The managers have been given 
an opportunity to create “A Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation,”’ He, Mountford, bas crested the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective A>" ciation, 
, The managers have dragged away from the White 

Rats over two thousand recognized acts, and 
‘have created the dual organization, known as the 
National Vaudeville Artists, and wives of the 
officers of the present White Rat staff are mem- 
bers of this dual order, and I can prove it. 
Members of the White Rats dare not own that 
they are members of that order. Hundreds of 
loyal Rats have been canceled. Mountford and 
his associates are destroying the question of 
future organized actors allied with the A. FP. 
of L. It is time that conditions should be in- 
vestigated outside of what you hear in Ohicago, 
President Gompers knows the real situation. 
Hugh Frayne, the general organizer here, and 
the New York Centra! Federated Union know 
the real facte. You may help Mountford to 
save his face for a while, but be and his asso 
clates are through. I have been waited upon by 
several committees to enter the White Rate and 
try and save what is left of the order. - This has 
been my answer, and I etand upon it: There 
must be a thorough reorganization of the order 
upon strict trades-union lines. This to be effect- 
ed through the officers of the A. F. of L. A com- 
plete and thorough investigation of the finances 
of the White Rate Actors’ Union, and the many 
fake, inside incorporations. Restitution to the 
White Rats Actors’ Union of those funds illegally 
converted to the White Rats’ Realty Company. 
If no funds are in existence, which present 
events seem to prove, then to compel those of- 
ficers and directors who were party to these fl- 
legal investments to make personal restitution. 
This is in accordance with State law. Real local 
unions in theatrical centers and a real actors’ 
union In place of the self-constituted rulers of 
the actors of this country, who have handled 
and spent over $400,000 in five years with no 
progress. Wrestling the organization from the 
clique, who have been handling its affairs for 
sixteen years, and who have been the greatest 
gainers by personal advantageous dealings with 
the managerial interesta of this country. 

I trust you will excuse the length of this 
letter, as the contents of yours required full 
explanation. I can make good the contents of 
the enclosed, and the officers of the White Rats 
know it. When Mr. Mountford and his friends 
have gotten through using the Chicago Trades 
Unionists for themselves I hope that the same 
sincerity of purpose will guide the welfare of 
the actors’ order that will be created out of ail 
this mess. I know that you and your friends 
will be as loyal to the future organization as 
you are proving to the present m ided one, 
The trades-union movement can win for the 
actors, but it will have to be for an organization 
clean and honestly conducted and 
men free from past performances of dealing with 
the employer, as against the best interest of the 
membership of the organization.

These latter hope that Mr. FitzPatrick will 
discover it before he has proceeded so far ae to 
make it exceedingly costly to themselves and bis 
devoted followers. 

Mountfordiem is deservedly dead, and the 
White Rats—a lost cause.

IGH ART, CLEAN SPORT AND 


INDUSTRIAL DISCONTENT 


The usefulness and popularity of ball players, actors, writers and 
of all sorts of people who derive their livelihood by amusing the public 
are the two assets which they can claim. Usefulness and popularity, 
and as a matter of fact they are inter-dependent, because the athlete 
or the artist who has lost his utility quickly loses his popularity. 

Ban Johnson says that a great ball player is an artist. Most of 
the really great actors are “good sports.” While their talents last 
these two classes of entertainers in America are the highest paid wage- 
earners on the face of the earth. In estimating their own values, in 
demanding salaries, celebrity, notoriety and glory, they do not class 
themselves with bricklayers, hedcarriers and manual laborers of 
other trades. 

As a matter of fact, most of them are paid for what they know, 
rather than for what they do. If the ball players want to qualify as 
standard union laborers would they be willing to adhere to the eight- 
hour law by working just as long as their affiliated brethren of the 
teamsters and garment makers’ unions? Probably not. 

Actors, writers, artists and ball players who have a notion that 
they can use organized labor as a club against capital will find that 
in time they will be regarded as “‘leaners,” up-stage demanders, para- 
sites upon the great body of manual laborers. It is not possible to 
make “a union scale” or fix minimum and maximum wages for genius, 
for exceptional talent, nor even for manual dexterity. The trades 
unions will soon find that they have everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by affiliation with expert athletes and artistic specialists. And 
nobody yet has shown what such people can gain by recourse to the 
strike, the lockout, the boycott or any of the other desperate and, 
sometimes, justified weapons of unskilled labor.—MORNING TELE-

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CENSORSHIP BILLS WORRY 
MEMBERS OF N. A. M. P. I. 


Twenty State Legislatures Are Now Considering 
Enactment of Such Measures—Support of 
Whole Industry Asked in Strong Plea

New York, Jan. 26.—The most persistent bee 
in the bive that te giving the motion picture 
industry the most worry, and which threatens 
to sting deeper than any other, is the censor 
ip question, which is growing lerger anid more 
Serious each week. 

Censorship bille are actually being considered 
in twenty State Legislatures, and are in im 
mediate danger of enactment within days or 
weeks in at least balf of them. This is borne 
out by the reports now in the hands of the Na- 
tional Association of the Motion Picture In- 
Gustry. And this is probably by no means all, 
as new bille will be introduced daily until well 
into February. 

The censorship committee of the National As- 
sociation, beaded by David W. Griffith, has 
bees laying down its plans, and is ready to 
take up the fight in every State, provided only 
that the support of the preducers, distritctors 
and exhibitors of the country is forthcoming. 

So far many of the most representative con 
cerns in the business have put their shoulders 
to the wheel, but William A. Bfady, president 
of the National Association, stated last week 
that without the united support of the whole in- 
dustry it might develop that it would be hope- 
less to even start the fight. 

‘The situation,’’ he said, “is away beyond 
anything thet a small group of men can handle. 
A dozen of us can not cover the whole country, 
and, moreover, a dozen of us can pot assure 
the legislators of the country that the industry 
is capable of controlling itself. The State Su- 
perintendent of Education of Oklahoma is push 
ing a censorship bill this year because at the 
last session a few reputable exchange men prom- 
ised him something and then the outsiders did 
not ive up to the promises. We have got to 
go to the country united, both in our ideas and 
in our pocketbooks, or there is no use of going 
at all. It is up to every one of us, individually, 
and the least of us who stays out can gum the 
whole plan. It is up to the States rights pro- 
@ucer and to the maker of one-reel comedies 
just as much, if not more, than to the biggest 
concern in the industry. Do they want to avoid 
censorship or pay a dollar a reel for examina- 
tions in twenty States? It's up to them and I 
hope you will tell them so."’ 

In the Ist of bills already introduced is the 
one pending in the Legislature of Arkansas. 
Although there is no public demand for it, 
and the newspapers are giving it practically no 
attention, it is Iikely that the bill will be 
passed by default unless action is taken by the 
national body. Examination fee provided in 
the bill is $2 per reel, 

Colorado is considering a censorship bill mod- 
eled on the Kansas law. The Parent Teachers’ 
Association, having secured reecognition by 
Denver exchanges of the Association’s reviewing 
staff, is opposing legal censorship. The Rocky 
Mountain Screen Club, however, is much exer- 
cised over the situation and is asking help. 

In IiMnols two bills are pending giving cen- 
sorship under another name, One provides that 
“any place of amusement in which public en- 
tertainment of a lewd or indecent character, or 
tending to corrupt morals of the public, is given, 


VISUALIZE THE BIBLE 
Is Plan of New Mexico Film Company 


Las Vegas, N. M., Jan. 27.—At last a sys- 
tematic effort Is to be made to visualize the 
Bible by means of the motion picture. Various 
producers, from time to time, have released so 
called religious featurea, but it has remained for 
the Pible Film Company of Las Vegas, N. M., 
a recently organized million-dollar corporation, 
to go into the serious business of placing the 
many stories of the Book of Books upon the 
cinema film, 

Every Bible film production will be censored by 
a board of interdenominational clergymen. This 
procedure will not only guarantee the sacred 
treatment and historical and chronological cor- 
rectness of the new company’s output, but will 
also insure an entry into the churches, Y M. 
Cc. As. and similar institutions throughout the 
country. 

The Bible Film Company is located at Las Ve- 
gas, N. M., this epot having been selected be- 
cause of its Palestinelike topography and ideal 
climate. 

The studio and plant is situated about six 
miles north of the New Mexico city at the well- 
known Montezuma Hot Springs, formerly owned 
and operated as a resort by the Santa Fe rail- 
road.

SUNDAY CLOSING OPPOSED 


At New York Exhibitors’ Convention 
in Albany 


New York, Jan. 27.—The most important 
business transacted by the motion picture ex- 
hibitors of New York at the State convention 
held Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week at the Ten Eyck Hotel in Albany was to 
go on record as unanimously opposed to the 
proposed legislation which would close motivan 
picture theaters on Sunday. The convention 
also went on record as favoring an amendment 
to section 1425 of the Tenal Code, legalizing 
Sabbath shows. 


The following officers of the State organiza- 
tion were elected: President, Louis A. Buettner; 
vice-president, John Manheimer of Brwklya; 
second vice-president, David Coben of Bingham- 
ton; treasurer, Charles Steiner of New York; 
national vice-president, Samuel H. Trigger of 
New York; sergeant-at-arms, George Hilke- 
meier of Brooklyn. Delegates named for the 
national convention were Isaac Hartstall, Brook- 
lyn; Sidney Ascher, Brooklyn; W. C. Mubbard, 
Rochester; Wm. Brandt, Brooklyn: J. Walk- 
er, Schenectady; S. 8. Suckno, Albany; 1. Rbom- 
heimer, New York; W. H. Linton, Utica; A. 
Hollander, Brooklyn; William A. Fait, 2Jr., 
Utica; A. J. Stockhamer, Brooklyn; William P. 
Donlon, Utica; David licker, Bronx; Q. W. Ana- 
son, New York; F. Gorman, New York, and 
Ira M. Mosher of Buffalo. 

During the session a bill was drafted for the 
exhibitors which provides sulely for an amend- 
ment to the penal code and which would exempt 
motion pictures from the application of the 
present law and allow their showing on Sunday, 

The question of the deposit system was also 
taken up and a resolution was passed fecom- 
mending an attempt to form a bonding company 
in accordance with a plan submitted to the 
convention,

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UNIVERSAL-OCHS ARGUMENT 


hrane’s Reply To First Attack on 
" Company Brings a Verbal 
Broadside in Return 


New York, Jan. 27.—Lee Ochs fired another 
vertal broadside against the Universal Film 
Manufacturing Company last week in the rapid- 
fre gun fight of words that has been going on 
for the past two weeks over the appointment 
of au officer of the Universal Film Company on 
the Griffith Anti Censorship Committee. 


Ochs, who is president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Motion Picture Exhibitors, and also 
president of the company publishing a trade 


paper, started the battle going ten days ago 
when be issued a statement in which he said 
that no member of the Universal Company 
should be represented on this committee because 
the company about a year ago published an 
article In the weekly paper of the concern, and 
which he alleges was written by Carl Laemmle, 
saying the public desired ‘“‘smutty’’ pictures. 
This brought a hot reply from Vice-President 
Robert H. Cochrane of the company, the gist of 
which was that Ochs was peeved because the 
Universal Company had refused to advertise in 
his paper. 

Ochs’ second article Is lenghty, and is char- 
acterized by great freedom of use in his han- 
dling of the English language. When the state- 
ment was bronght to the attention of the officers 
of the Universal Company the word was given 
out that they still stood on their last reply to 
Ochs’ allegations and that they did not consider 
the matter worthy of any further attention 
from them. The controversy has created con- 
siderable talk along Broadway and in general 
appears to be more an object of mirth among 
film people than anything that will bave seri- 
ous consequences. 

In beginning his second statement Mr. Ochs 
eald that he had no quarrel and the Exhibitors’ 
League of America bad no quarrel with “Bob” 
Cochrane, “‘the man who -put into English the 
things be is instructed to say by Pat Powers, 
Carl Laemmle or any other of the actual factors 
io the management of the Universal Film Manu- 
facturing Company. 

“My open, plain spoken and direct charges 
against the Universal Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany were and etill are these,"’ sald Mr. Ochs. 
“First—By the publication of a base, unjustified 
and highly contemptible article signed by Carl 
Laemmle, and, as I believe, written by ‘Bob* 
Cochrane, that company blatantly set before all 
the world the claim that exhibitors wanted 
“smutty"’ pictures. Second—I charged and still 
charge that this letter has been picked up and 
used by the enemies of a free screen as proof 
of a need for motion picture censorship. Third— 
I set forth and now repeat with all the earnest- 
fess possible that no representative of the com- 
pany that issued that Infamous statement, how- 
ever it may have been qualified later, should be 
a member of David Wark Griffith's Committee, 
representing the decent elements of the entire 
{industry in the nationwide fight against motion 
picture censorship.” 

The reemainder of Mr. Ochs’ statement is 
mainly reiteration of what he stated in his first 
article. He further stated that he desired to 
stamp as preposterous the intimation that the 
Exhibitors’ League of America or the paper he 
represents will ask any exhibitor to cancel his 
picture service with the Universal Film Com- 
pany. Ochs said that he did solicit advertising 
from Universal, but claims that he did it on a 
purely business basis, and then took another 
fling at Universal by stating that the space in 
the publication was open to any company, ex- 
cept for immoral, obscene or fraudulent adver- 
tising. 

“I don't want to hear from Cochrane,"’ sald 
Ochs in conclusion, ‘‘I want to hear from P. A. 
Powers or Carl Laemmle, the principals, and more 
especially do I want to hear from the anti- 
censorship committee.”

PRODUCERS OF FILMS TESTIFY 
MORE TAX WILL KILL 
INDUSTRY

and men prominent in the film producing bust- 
ness were called in an effort to obtain reliable 
information as to the financial and business 
status of the industry. 

One of the star witnesses at this week's in- 
vestigation was William A. Brady, theatrical 
manager and president of the World Film Cor- 
poration. According to Mr. Brady, the motion 
picture industry is a good thing to invest other 
people’s money in. Mr. Brady said that his 
company had put about $1,000,000 in cash into 
the business during the past six months, 

“Much of that money,” asked Chairman 
Wheeler, ‘‘was. your own, wasn't it?’’ 

“No siree,’’ answered Brady emphatically. 
“I've been too wise to buy motion picture 
stock,"’ 

“But the business hag been expanding, hasn't 
it?’ queried Wheeler. 

“Yes, responded Brady, 
way.”’ 

The whole trend of Mr. Brady's testimony was 
of the pessimistic type. He was closely ques- 
tioned about all the phases of the industry, anda 
he described at length the production and dis- 
tribution of pictures through twenty-four branch 
offices. Mr. Brady explained that first of all he 
was a theatrical producer, and had been drawn 
into the motion picture business through the 
use of some of his stage plays as the basis 
for picture preductions, He said that he had 
been interested in films, however, since their 
beginning, and had ben present as early as 
1891 at the taking of a boxing match picture 
in the Edison plant. Later be had in hand the 
making of the first successful negative by artt!- 
yy light at a prize fight at Cony Island in 

Mr. Brady said that the amusement business 
was the only one for which the cost has doubled, 
trebled, and even increased twenty times witn- 
out the ability to raise the price in proportion, 
and that the motion picture business was being 
overdone in every town and city. 

Chairman Wheeler asked him if the tendency 
toward larger houses and larger productions did 
not show that the people were willing to invest 
liberally. 

“It sounds and looks easy,’’ said Mr. Brady. 
“Money did flow into the industry, but now the 
pictures are being overproduced and the money 
is no longer flowing. In a certain sense there 
is more money going into the production every 
day—in material and talent-—but it is being con. 
tributed by those who are already on the inside 
to save what they already have invested. Out- 
siders are unwilling to put cash in the business 
because of its present unstable condition.”’ 

P. A, Powers, of Universal, was another Im- 
portant witness. The extent to which the tn- 
vestigation is going is shown by the request 
of the committee that among other things he 
furnish a statement of the State, local and Fea. 
eral taxes of his firm for the last few years, 
the pay-rolls of the Universal Company and Mr. 
Vowers’ own exchanges, an estimate of the 
number of feet of film the concern has put out 
during the past two years, and a list of the 
motion picture theaters in the State, together 
with the seating capaciy and admission charge. 
This Mr, Powers said he would do as far as was 
able. In his testimony of the preceding day 
Mr. Powers stated that it cost his company ap- 
proximately $2.50 a foot for the film made by 
his company, and be said that he wished to have 
it understood that this was not true of all 
films, but applied only to program material and 
not to feature and special productions, 

Some inside information on the burden of ex- 
pense borne by the industry was given by Mr. 
Powers, who divulged the cost of having their 
pictures reviewed and criticized in three States 
where they are censored. 

“The weekly bill which the censors charge for 
this work,’’ said Mr. Powers, ‘“‘amounts with us 
to between $500 and $000. The censors 10 
Pennsylvania, Kansas am! Obio charge one and 
two dollars a reel, and in some cases a picture !s 
censored three times before it appears, I am 
not mentioning Canada, where the censor charges 
$10 a reel.” 

Mr. Powers stated that he had kept track of 
the companies that had sprung up during the 
past year and that there were fifty-four of them 
capitalized at over $100,000 each, and that every- 
one of them had fallen by the wayside.

again leaves the territory. There is a duty of 
®% cents a pound on all paper, plus a special 
war duty of 7% per cent on the value of the 
same. The burden of this will be appreciated 
when you note that the smallest size herald, 
eosting in the States about $1 a thousand, will 
earry a duty alone of from $1.50 to $2 a thou- 
gend, and lithographed pictorial work can not 
be laid down for less than 15 cents a sheet. 

Perhaps the most serious of troubles staring 
the circus owner in the face is the fact that 
e@wing to the departure of nearly half a million 
men to the front the demand for labor is now 
tremendous und wages are naturally very high, 
even for the West. The unions watch the con- 
tract labor law so closely that laborers can not 
be brought ever from the States, and I hesitate 
to predict what will happen to any circus owner 
who tempts fate here next season when it 
comes to holding his men and replacing vacan- 
eles. Added to this is the rare possibility, 
thongh not probability, of horses being seized 
for government use and the adoption of other 
ficial measures which would be injurious to 
the interests of the unfortunate circus showman, 

My pessimism may appear unduly marked, but 
3 feel deeply concerned, owing to my extensive 
appeal to the tent show world a year ago. I 
aot only then strongly advocated that they visit 
@anada, through the columns of The Billboara, 
but I wrote and golicited personally a number 
ef circus owners, I am very desirous, therefore, 
that it be clearly understood that conditions 
this year are entirely different. 

The half dozen large fairs will be held in 
Western Canada this year as formerly, and, as 
has been the cast in the past, they will un- 
@oubtedly do a very satisfactory business. They 
are semi-official projects, all held in good-sized 
dtics, and seem to obtain good support whether 
erep conditions are favorable or not. The meeting

the representatives of the manufacturers, supply 
houses, permanent shows, fairs, parks, ex- 
positions, etc., should, in a practical way, decide 
whet is fair and just, after which such decision, 
ts the interest of all concerned, be faithfully 
earried out by the members of the class affected. 

Without a doubt various sub-committees should 
be formed in the same manner as the class com- 
mittees, except to deal with particular subjects 
fm place of particular branches, such as 
Finance Committee, to control the revenue and 
expenses of the association; a Publicity and 
Advertising Committee, not only to further the 
interests of the association as a whole, but to 
earry on a concentrated campaign for the bene- 
Qt of individuals in those parts of the country 
where now a feeling of prejudice and mistrust 
exists, so as to counteract such feeling. 

A Legal Committee, to which all difficulties 
appertaining to law coukl be forwarded, and 
which would analyze and classify such difficulties 
and then make arrangements with suitable at- 
terneys in various parts of the country to 
eounteract and neutralize these difficulties, and 
where necessary to carry on an active campaign 
Mm the State capitals to have existing harsh and 
unjust laws modified, fight against the intro- 
@uction of new laws which may unjustly injure 
the business of outdoor showmen, and also to 
assist. in the promotion of new laws favorable 
to the outdoor showmen, which, up to the pres- 
ent time, the outdoor showman has been unable 
to accomplish on account of the lack of organiza- 

In addition to the abéve committees local 
eemmittees will be established in various parts 
ef the United States, composed of the men hav- 
img headquarters in those sections of the conn- 
try. These committees should be presided over 
by 2 vice-president of the association in the 
State of M[linois, one in California, one in 
Texas, one in New York and one in Missonri. 
These vice-presidents would each have some 
ee employee of the association who could be 
@esily reached by all showmen traveling throuch

He must be a man re- 
spected by bis fellow showmen, honest and fear- 
less. One who will keep hig decision open on 
all questions until they have been thoroughly 
thrashed out and decided by the Board of Gov- 
ernors. One who understands the difficulties 
which eutdoor showmen experience, and at the 
same time has business executive capacity and 
the fundamental knowledge of the law, and the 
association should be prepared to give such a 
man the proper compensation, so that members 
may not be dependent upon his charity, but 
have the right of demanding of him his best 
wogk, 

The outdoor showmen should once and for all 
understand and realize that behind this assocta- 
tion and movement are many substantial and 
determined outdoor showmen who have made up 
their minds, at no matter what personal 
cost and expenditure, to carry this organization 
through to a successful and useful institution, 
and that any men who will sit on the fence to 
see what results are achieved firat are doing a 
great injustice to themselves and fellow show 
men, a8 right now is the time when the support 
of every owner, manager and purveyor of out-

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WHITE RATS IN CHICAGO SEEK 
UNION SUPPORT FOR A STRIKE 
(Continued from page 3) 

The Day Book, a publication with strong union 

sympathies and affiliations, 

In these series of articles, under the caption, 
“Inside Dope on the White Rats’ Union and 
the War Being Waged on Them,” President 
Fitcatrick sets forth who they are, what they 
gtand for, and what they contemplate doing, for 
despite bumerous rumors to the contrary a strike 
is pot planned, he deelares, until the way is 
well paved for it. And the first movement 
toward building up a substantial foundation is 
this series of articles—enlightening the public 
as to what the association is and why they are 
going to declare a strike against vaudeville 
managers. 

After telling that the word ‘‘rats’ is simply 
the word “‘star” spelled backwards, and that 
the White Rats really mean the white stars 
that shine in the vaudeville sky, the article ex- 
plains that it is a union, affiliated and doing 
its part in the American Federation of Labor 
and the universal labor movement. That it 
“has for its purpose the protection of the men 
and women in the entertainment world, the pre- 
serving and developing of the vaudeville busi- 
pess, and the wiping out of the abuses which 
are bound to destroy both actors and business if 
left uncontrolled." Then the article further 
emphasizes ‘‘and they will be (meaning the 
actors and vaudeville business) if the managers 
succeed in destroying tLe White Rats Actors" 
Union." 

Confiding in the theater-going public, Mr. 
FitzPatrick further states that it will be the 
man who sits in the audience who will be mostly 
affected if the white star, ‘‘whose steady glow 
in the theater chases away the shadows of doubt 
and sorrow and worry, is smothered, dirtied or 
quenched by the managers who look only to 
the money you pay for tickets and what they 
can steal from the actor in the form of 
exorbitant commissions, reduced salaries and 
general graft.’" He invites them to go behind 
the curtain, into the dressing rooms, and see 
for themselves, covering every trivial detail of 
the actor's life, from swearing his individualism 
away when he ‘“‘signs up,’’ his long jumps at 
the sacrifice of a week's salary, to the way in 
which he is “‘maced unmercifully for tips,”’ 
which is a direct slap at the members of the 
1. A. T. 8, E., the stage hands’ union. 

In a report to the A. F. of L. meeting, held 
January 7, Joseph Birnes, chief deputy organizer 
of the W. R. A. U., stated that representatives 
of the different locals were assisting the White 
Rats considerably by visiting the different vaude- 
ville managers in behalf of an amicable under- 
standing between the White Rats and the 
managers. They laid considerable stress upon 
the fact that although the Rats were not striking 
the disturbance was costing the managers a 
great deal of money for double bills, extra

Claude 
Humphries, of the U. B_ O., said, when told or 
this, that it would be of no avail, as the man- 
ag: rs would absolutely refuse to see them. Other 
managers were not so courteous, and stated in 
terms unprintable that they would “get cut 
quicker than they came in."" 


When approached upon the attitude of the Mu- 
sicians’ Union and the I. A, T. 8S. E., in the 
event of a ‘‘walkout’’ by the members of the 
W. R. A. U., an official high in the A. F. of L. 
said the musicians would not go out, as there 
was a most unfriendly feeling existing between 
the two organizations, and the stage hands were 
somewhat lukewarm. This attitude on the part 
of the unions which should be most closely 
affiliated with the Actors’ Union does not t nd 
to strengthen that body in its war against the 
managers, and may possibly be the reason: why 
the strike which Mountford tried to have pulled 
off Thursday, January 25, was a fiasco, 

The White Rats claim that the members of 
the V. M. P. A. at first threatened to lock out 
every member of the W. R. A, U. from every 
theater under their control, but upon investiga- 
tion of the strength of the White Rats they 
changed their minds and are now trying to force 
a strike themselves. This also is denied by 
the managers, and in proof of their denial point 
te the fact that their blacklist is still active, 
and the only way in which blacklisted perform- 
ers can come back into the managerial fold ts 
by renouncing the White Rats forever. 

In an interview with James FitzPatrick, in 
which he asked that he be not quoted in The 
Billboard, he gave the cause of the dissension 
between the actors and affiliated actresses and 
the booking managers. He said that vaudevil- 
lians were taxed all the way from ten to fifty 
per cent before the player can obtain bookings. 
Without a moment's notice the manager may. 
without just cause, cancel an act, often leaving 
the actor or actress a thousand miles from bome, 
possibly stranded; that the women of the stage 
are subjected to insult, improper proposals and 
indecencies by some foul-minded manager, who 
threatens cancellation unless they accede to his 
filthy proposals,

the Grand Opera House, Harry Davis, president 
of the Harry Davis Enterprises, issued the fol- 
lowing statement this morning: 

““As nearly as we are able to judge at the 
present moment our loss on the Grand Opera 
House by fire and water is approximately $300,- 
000. This is entirely covered by insurance, I 
consider, however, our greatest loss in our in- 
ability to immediately take care of our large 
clientele, both in the theater and the allied in- 
terests which were housed in the Grand Opera 
Heuse building, the Davis restaurant, the bil- 
liard halls, ete. The building will be imme- 
diately reconstructed, but in the chaotic condi- 
tions incident to its partial destruction it bas 
been impossible as yet to formulate definite plans 
and details. These, nevertheless, will be forth- 
coming very shortly. We hope and expect to be 
able within a very short time to again receive 
the public in the Grand Opera House building 
and to minister to their wants in the same ef- 
ficient manner we have aimed to achieve in the 
past. I ask their indulgence until such time 
as we are able to give them our plans in detail 
and with definiteness."’ 


PROF. HARRY LAWRENCE 


Will Have Retrial in February 


Prof. Harry Lawrence, the magician and hyp- 
notist, who was billed as The Mysterious Mental 
Marvel, is awaiting his second trial in Williams- 
turg, Ky., on a charge of manslaughter, to 
which he has pleaded not guilty. The retrial 
is expeeted to be held in February, and Law- 
rence needs considerable financial aid in his 
effort to secure acquittal. 

Prof. Lawrence teils a straightforward story: 
He was attacked on a dark street in Wofford 
Ky., on the night of December 7 last, and, to 
protect his life, fied a shot at his assailant. He 
went to his boarding house and reported the 
affair, and searchers returned to the spot and 
found an injured man, who died the next morn- 
ing. Lawrence was arrested December 9 in 
Williamsburg and held to the Grand Jury. He 
was tried for manslaughter and convicted, get- 
ting a sentence of from one to three years. An 
appeal was made for a new trial and it was 
granted. Lawrence needs aid to face the new
